Gentlemen. — 

I  beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  District,  including  the  Workshops 
and  Dairies,  for  the  year  ending  December  31st.  1007. 

The  District  consists  of  the  Divisions  of  Whitchurch,  Ganarew,  Welsh  Bicknor,  Welsh  Newton, 
Llanrothal  and  Garway. 

It  contains  an  area  of  10,307  acres,  and  a  population  as  corrected  from  the  last  census  of  1,370. 

The  Jiirths  registered  during  the  year  numbered  33,  viz. :  17  male  and  16  female,  which  is  a  decrease 
of  three  from  last  year.  The  Birth  Rate  is  23.x  per  thousand. 

TllC  total  number  of  Deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  3I,  which  is  14  more  than  last  year; 
of  these,  one  was  an  immature  child  that  only  survived  its  birth  for  three  minutes,  one  case  was  suicidal 
and  one  accidental  burns.  Of  the  remaining  28,  there  were  nine  over  80  years  of  age,  and  six  over  70, 
while,  beside  the  case  mentioned  above,  only  two  deaths  occurred  n  children  under  one  year.  In  the 
Welsh  Bicknor  Division  no  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year.  The  General  Death  Rate  is  2*.*f 
per  thousand. 

Zymotic  Disease  :  Several  cases  of  notifiable  disease  occurred  in  the  District,  but  none  proved 
fatal.  In  Welsh  Newton  two  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported  in  February,  and  one  case  of  Erysipelas  in 
August.  In  the  Whitchurch  Division  one  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  was  notified  in  November,  it  had  been 
imported  into  the  District.  Epidemics  of  Measles  occurred  during  the  year,  and  in  one  case  in  the 
Whitchurch  Division  it  proved  fatal. 

Closure  of  Schools:  In  the  Welsh  Newton  Division  owing  to  several  cases  of  Sore  Throat, 
and  some  of  Diphtheria  occurring  in  the  Division,  and  in  an  adjacent  District  where  some  of  the  cases 
of  Diphtheria  proved  fatal,  the  Schools  were  closed  for  three  weeks,  and  thoroughly  disinfected  before 
re-opening.  The  Whitchurch  Schools  were  closed  for  four  weeks  owing  to  a  prolonged  epidemic  of  Measles, 
which  affected  the  greater  number  of  the  Scholars,  and  as  mentioned  above,  proved  fatal  in  one  case. 
The  Garwav  Schools  were  closed  fot  an  extensive  epidemic  of  Measles. 

WORK  CARRIED  OUT  DURING  THE  YEAR. 

The  various  parts  of  the  District  have  been  visited  from  time  to  time,  and  in  conjunction  with 
the  Inspector  the  following  Sanitary  defects  have  been  corrected : — 

In  the  Welsh  Bicknor  Division,  one  case  of  choked  and  defective  drains,  and  two  cases  of  foul 
and  offensive  privies. 

In  the  Llanrothal  Division  two  cases  of  collection  of  foul  and  offensive  refuse  near  a  dwelling,  and 
one  case  of  foul  and  offensive  privy. 

In  the  Whitchurch  Division  four  cases  of  foul  and  offensive  privies,  one  case  of  foul  cesspit,  and 
two  cases  of  foul  pigsties. 

In  the  Garway  Division  one  case  of  dirty  and  unwholesome  dwelling. 

*  SANITARY  CONDITIONS  AFFECTING  HEALTH. 

The  physical  and  general  character  cf  the  District  is  Rural.  There  are  elevated  parts  in 
all  the  Divisions,  which  slope  more  or  less  abruptly  to  the  river  Monnow  in  the  Llanrothal  Division ;  and 
to  the  river  Wye  in  the  Whitchurch  and  Welsh  Bicknor  Divisions,  while  Welsh  Newton,  Garway  and 
Ganarew  are  elevated  above  their  surroundings.  The  highest  point,  which  is  between  600  and  700  feet, 
is  in  Welsh  Newton. 

The  clliet  occupation  followed  is  some  department  of  agriculture,  and  all  the  others  followed 
are  equally  healthy.  The  whole  District  is  sparsely  populated. 


The  house  accommodation  is  adequate  and  fit  for  habitation.  No  cases  of  over-crowding 
were  reported  during  the  year.  The  open  spaces  around  the  houses  are  ample  and  kept  fairly  clean.  All 
cases  of  negligence  have  been  remedied  on  receiving  an  Inspectors  notice.  No  newly  erected  house  is 
occupied  until  its  water  supply  is  certified  as  satisfactory.  No  action  has  been  taken  nor  required  under  the 
Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act. 

The  Sewerage  and  Drainage  is  efficient.  Several  defective  house  drains  were  remedied 
as  stated  above. 

The  Sewerage  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  earth  closets,  privies,  ash  pits,  middens  and 
garden  irrigation.  It  is  efficient,  and  a  few  cases  only  have  required  correction  this  year. 

The  Streams  in  the  District  remain  free  from  pollution. 

The  disposal  Of  excrement  is  by  means  of  earth  closets,  the  bucket  system,  and,  still  more 
frequently,  by  privies.  These  are  cleaned  out  as  becomes  necessary,  and  the  contents  buried  in  a  trench 
dug  in  the  garden,  and  later  on  used  as  a  fertilizer.  Several  cases  of  foul  and  neglected  privies  were  dealt 
with  during  the  year.  They  were  at  once  attended  to  on  receiving  an  intimation  from  the  Inspector. 

House  refuse  is  collected  in  middens  or  heaps  and  thrown  on  the  garden.  Cases  of  neglect 

through  indolence  occurred  during  the  year,  but  were  remedied  after  serving  an  Inspector’s  notice.  No 

public  scavenging  is  carried  out.  All  refuse  is  got  rid  of  by  the  occupier  as  detailed  above. 

Tll6  Water  supply  is  by  wells,  springs,  storage  tanks,  and  while  wholesome,  is  in  many  parts 
of  the  District  deficient.  In  the  Whitchurch  Division  in  a  few  houses  water  is  pumped  up  from  the  river 
Wye.  The  wells  are  mostly  unguarded  and  liable  to  pollution  from  cattle,  and  the  use  of  unclean  vessels. 
There  is  no  public  service. 

There  are  no  lodging  houses ;  the  two  slaughter-houses  in  the  District  are  in  a  satisfactory  state. 

The  dairies  and  cow-sheds  are  those  connected  with  Farms,  are  small  and  only  supply  milk  to  oblige  their 

neighbours.  They  have  been  kept  in  a  satisfactory  state.  The  workshops,  workplaces,  and  bakehouses  have 
been  kept  clean  and  sanitary.  In  one  bakehouse  the  floor  is  being  repaired. 

The  Public  Elementary  Schools  have  been  kept  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  state.  The 
Garway  Schools  and  the  Whitchurch  Schools  have  been  repainted  throughout,  after  the  epidemic  of  measles. 
There  is  no  water  supply  on  the  School  premises  at  Garway,  nor  at  Welsh  Newton,  but  it  is  procurable  at 
wells  close  to,  and  the  sanitation  is  carefully  attended  to.  The  health  of  the  Scholars  is  fairly  good. 
On  the  incidence  of  any  epidemic  disease  the  Scholar  is  sent  home,  and  the  family  is  directed  to  segregate 
itself,  as  far  as  possible,  but  should  the  epidemic  continue  to  spread,  until  a  large  proportion  of  the 
scholars  are  affected ;  then  the  school  is  closed  for  some  weeks,  until  from  enquiry,  it  is  ascertained  that 
the  epidemic  has  subsided. 

There  is  no  special  set  of  Bve-Iaws  published  in  connection  with  the  District. 

Nuisances  are  abated  by  serving  an  Inspector’s  notice.  None  remain  at  present.  It  has  not 

been  found  necessary  to  institute  any  legal  proceedings. 

Notification  of  all  cases  under  the  Act  is  carried  out,  the  families  so  affected  are  isolated 
and  supplied  with  disinfectants.  There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital  in  the  District,  and  at  Monmouth,  which 
is  the  nearest,  outside  cases  are  not  admitted. 

Tile  Factory  nil<l  Workshop  4 ct. — There  are  12  Workshops  and  3  Workplaces  in  the 
District,  viz.  :  4  Bakehouses,  4  Blacksmiths’  Shops,  4  Carpenters’  Shops,  3  Dressmakers’  Workplaces.  The 
paving  of  one  of  the  Bakehouses  was  found  defective  and  is  being  remedied,  otherwise  no  sanitary  defects 
have  been  discovered.  The  Bakehouses  have  been  regularly  lime-washed.  The  sanitary  accommodation 
for  the  Workshops  and  Workplaces  is  quite  adequate,  the  number  of  workers  in  any  one  Workshop  or 
Workplace  does  not  exceed  3,  so  that  the  sufficiency  has  been  fully  met  bv  adopting  the  same  standard 
as  in  dwellings.

A  list  of  the  Institutions  m 
respect  of  the  deaths  in  which  corrections  have  been  made  should  be  given  on  the  back  of  this  Table.

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NOTES  TO  TABLES  IV.  AND  V. 


(a)  In  Table  IV.,  all  deaths  of  “  Residents  ”  occurring  in  public  institutions,  whether  within  or 

without  the  district,  are  to  be  included  with  the  other  deaths  in  the  columns  for  the 
several  age  groups  (columns  2-8).  They  are  also,  in  columns  9-15,  to  be  included  among 
the  deaths  in  their  respective  “Localities”  according  to  the  previous  addresses  of  the 
deceased  as  given  by  the  Registrars.  Deaths  of  “Non-residents”  occurring  in  public 
institutions  in  the  district  are  in  like  manner  to  be  excluded  from  columns  2-8  and  9-15  of 
Table  IV. 

( b )  See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  the  meaning  of  “  Residents  ”  and  “  Non-residents,”  and  as  to  the 

“  Public  Institutions  ”  to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables.  The 
“  Localities  ”  in  Table  IV.  should  bfe  the  same  as  those  in  Tables  II.  and  III. 

(c)  All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district.,  whether  of 

“  Residents  ”  or  of  “  Non-residents,”  are,  in  addition  to  being  dealt  with  as  in  note  (a),  to 
be  entered  in  the  last  column  of  Table  IV.  The  total  number  in  this  column  should 
equal  the  figures  for  the  year  in  column  9,  Table  I. 

(d)  The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “  Localities  ”  in  columns  9-15  of  Table  IV.  should  equal  those 

for  the  year  in  the  same  localities  in  Table  II.,  sub-columns  c.  The  total  deaths  at  all 
ages  in  column  2  of  Table  IV.  should  equal  the  gross  total  of  columns  9-15,  and  the  figures 
for  the  year  in  column  12  of  Table  I. 

*(e)  Under  the  heading  of  “Diarrhoea”  are  to  be  included  deaths  registered  as  due  to  Epidemic 
diarrhoea,  Epidemic  enteritis,  Infective  enteritis,  Zymotic  enteritis,  Summer  diarrhoea, 
Dysentery  and  Dysenteric  diarrhoea,  Choleraic  diarrhoea,  Cholera  and  Cholera  Nostras. 

In  addition,  and  as  regards  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  under  the  heading 
“  Diarrhoea  ”  in  column  3  (Table  IV.)  are  to  be  included  all  deaths  classified  as  “  Diarrhoeal 
diseases  ”  in  Table  V. 

Under  the  heading  of  “  Enteritis  ”  in  Table  IV.,  are  to  be  included  only  deaths  over  one  year 
of  age  registered  as  due  to  Enteritis,  Muco-enteritis,  Gastro-enteritis,  Gastric  catarrh, 
Gastritis,  and  Gastro-intestinal  catarrh,  unless  from  information  obtained  by  enquiry  from 
the  certifying  practitioner  or  otherwise,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  have  reason 
for  including  such  deaths,  under  the  specific  term  “  Diarrhoea.”  Deaths  from  diarrhoea 
secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  should  be  included  under  the  latter. 

(/)  Under  the  headings  of  “  Cancer  ”  and  “  Puerperal  fever  ”  should  be  included  all  registered 
deaths  from  causes  comprised  within  these  general  terms.  Thus  :  Under  “  Cancer  ”  should 
be  included  deaths  from  Cancer,  Carcinoma,  Malignant  disease,  Scirrhus,  Epithelioma, 
Sarcoma,  Villous  tumour,  and  Papilloma  of  bladder,  Rodent  ulcer.  Under  “  Puerperal 
Fever  ”  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Pyaemia,  Septicaemia,  Sapraemia,  Pelvic  peritonitis, 
Peri-  and  Endo-Metritis  occurring  in  the  Puerperium. 

(g)  Under  “  Congenital  Defects  ”  in  Table  V.  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Atelectasis, 

Icterus  neonatorum,  Navel  haemorrhage,  Malformations  and  Congenital  hydrocephalus. 

( h )  Under  “  Tuberculous  Meningitis  ”  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Acute  hydrocephalus. 

(i)  Under  “  Other  Tuberculous  Diseases  ”  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Tuberculosis, 

Tuberculosis  of  bones,  joints  and  other  organs,  Lupus  and  Scrofula. 

( j)  All  deaths  certified  by  registered  Medical  Practitioners  and  all  Inquest  cases  are  to  be  classed 

as  “  Certified  all  other  deaths  are  to  be  regarded  as  “  Uncertified.” 


In  recording  the  facts  under  the  various  headings  of  Tables  I.,  II.,  III.,  IV.  and  V.,  attention 
has  been  given  to  the  notes  on  the  Tables.
